Ruth Bryan Owen Addresses 
Women's Canadian Group 

Women's Voice Needed 
Deciding Questions of In- 
ternational Affairs 



The Honourable Ruth Bryan 
Owen, former United States Am 
bassador to Denmark, addressed a 
meeting of the Women's Canadian 
Club in the Mount Royal Hotel 
yesterday afternoon. Speaking on 
"Woman's Place in Government, 
Mrs. Owen said that women should 
have a voice in determining gov 
emmental policy, particularly in 
questions of international affairs, 
where the possibility of war arises. 

Recalling her days in the Ameri- 
can foreign service, Mrs. Owen said 
she had often felt that diplomats 
were in the same position as a per- 
son introducing two strangers. One 
word, she said, could pave the way 
toward understanding, mutual in- 
terest, and friendship. If a diplo- 
mat is successful, relations between 
countries can be not only commer 
daily profitable, but also enrich the 
intellectual and cultural growth of 
the nations involved. Diplomacy, 
Mrs. Owen said, is a nation's first 
line of defence. After it has failed, 
armed force enters In. 

Reviewed Incidents, 

Reviewing incidents in her dip- 
lomatic career, Mrs. Owen mention- 
ed that she had never realized be- 
fore Inking over the Danish post 
how given the American people are 
to letter-writing and stamp-collect- 
ing. She was deluged daily with 
requests for stamps, letters from 
people looking for long lost rela- 
tions. Teachers seem to have been 
the indirect cause of much of the 
mail which reached Mrs. Owen's 
desk. A popular method of Inter- 
esting children in geography wns In 
nave ench write a letter to an am- 
bassador Inquiring about native 
customs in the country In which 
he was situated. After she had care- 
fully dealt with the voluminous 
correspondence of her countrymen, 
Mrs. Owen was prepared to super- 
intend the workings of the United 
Stales Consulates and Legations In 
Denmark.

Prominent Biochemist Speaks 
on 'Diet and Disease' 



Emphasizes Need for More 
Protective Foods in 
Our Diet 



"The more highly civilized we 
become, the more we tend to omit 
protective food from our diet." This 
was one of the outstanding point? 
emphasized by Dr. David L. Thomp- 
son, of the Department of Biochem- 
istry, when he addressed the Sci- 
ence Club at its meeting held yes- 
terday at 5 o'clock in the R.V.C. 
Common Room. 

Dr. Thompson chose as' his sub- 
ject "Diet and Disease" and began 
with a grouping of foods into essen- 
tials, proteclives and other general 
foods. He stated that even as late 
as only 10 years ago people were 
accustomed to think of diet deficien 
cies in terms of obvious diseases 
such as scurvy and pcllagara, which 
result from such deficiencies, but 
stated that though there may be 
no such serious condition, the diet 
may still be lacking. 

He went on further to say that 
this tendency to buy refined pro- 
ducts such as white flour and white 
sugar rather than unrefined pro- 
ducts, were due at least partly !p 
urban congregation since in cities 
the natural foods arc not so easily 
secured and being perishable to

Professor Bonn, who is the visit- 
ing professor in 'Economics and 
Political Science, in a series of four 
lectures has been discussing "Facts 
and Fictions of a New World 
Order." In the first lecture in the 
scries Dr. Bonn spoke of "Hitler's 
Plantation Scheme."

Dr. Bonn is an authority on eco- 
nomics and international relations, 
and also a successful author, hav- 
ing published several books on eco- 
nomics.

Off the Record 



Victor's December releases include a fine 
recording ot an obscure Mozart work — the 
ClRrinet concerto in A Major. Reginald Kell 
playing the solo accompanied by the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra under Malcolm Sar- 
gent Kell is a superlative type of musician 
and his phrasing of this sparkling music 
roaches heights of extraordinary achievement. 
Rarely performed in this country, the New 
York Philharmonic has programmed the con- 
certo for tonight's concert. Benny Goodman 
ha? been engaged to play the solo clarinet. As 
a publicity stunt this has tremendous box-office 
appeal but it will be interesting to see whether 
Goodman can get in the Mo7artian groove as 
faeilely as the less well-known British virtuoso. 

A new master violinist has come into the 
spotlight this past year in the person of young 
Ossy Renardy. Without the ballyhoo that at 
tended Robert Virovai's New York debut. 
Renardy is coming into his own rapidly, has 
made some outstanding recordings tall the 24 
Paganini Caprices), and has become a much 
sought-after solo artist overnight. Two sea 
sons ago with the Montreal Orchestra, thr 
then-unheralded young violinist gave a dis 
tinguished performance of the Mendelssohn 
Violin Concerto. A year later, on his way from 
s Quebec recital, he spent two days in Mont- 
real visiting friends, and left as unobtrusively 
as he arrived. Today he is lionized in New 
York musical circles— not that his playing was 
any less brilliant when he first arrived from 
Austria — but it took a while for his art to 
command a substantial price on the highly 
competitive concert market. Playing some 
Saint Sacns music of little consequence— (Vic- 
tor labels it "ConcerLMueck. same as Concerto 
No, 1 in A Major"!— Renardy is in great form 
handling a technical monstrosity unpreten 
tiously and with exquisite tone.

Tommy Dorsey's usual sweet horn high 
lights "I'd Know You Anywhere" (Victor 
26770», an innocuous pop. adequately rendered 
by the T. D. banc.

"You've Got Me Thif Way" on the reverse. 
Joe Bushkins delicate pianistics behind leader 
Tommy's horn are alone worth the price of 
the record. Ziggy Elman and the Pied Pipers 
also heip to make this one of the cheeriest 
platters in many months. 

It it weren't for the leader's brilliant clar- 
inet. Artie Shaw's "A Handful of Stars" and 
"Love of My Life" wouldn't be worth a second 
spin. The "B" side is the better, and occasion- 
ally recalls the brilliance of Artie's old band. 
However. Shaw will have to do better than 
this if he wants to get back on top again. No 
complaint*, though, about Anita Boyer's vocals 
on either side.

I Thtnk That:— 

The tribute given to Sibelius, last week-end, 
was a pretty gesture, but his best music was 
not played, lite N11C Orchestra played his 
Second Symphony and the New York Phil- 
harmonic played his First Symphony. Anyone 
who has made a close study of Sibelius' music 
will realize that the least characteristic sym- 
phonies of Sibelius were played. The Fourth 
and Sixth Symphonies, amongst the greatest 
ever written by any composer, were not 
touched, The Philadelphia Orchestra played 
the Seventh Symphony, though I unfortunately 
had a previous appointment with a certain 
Perca Flavescens in a Zoology lab. 

Erno Rapee and the Radio City Orchestra 
played the Fifth Symphony, and a sloppier 
performance it never received. The orchestra 
shows definite signs of suffering from mass 
production: it plays too often with too few 
rehearsals. 

The performances of Toscaninl and Barblr- 
olli were excitingly fine, except for the last 
movement. In both cases. 

Barbirolli played 1t>o slowly and deliber- 
ately, banging away as though with a sledge- 
hammer. Toscnnini went to the other extreme, 
running through the last movement without 
giving the music a chance to say all it had 
to say. 

The first two symphonies of Sibelius arc 
essentially romantic, almost sentimental, works. 
Barbirolli accentuated the fault; Toscanini tried 
to hide it and took away some of the meaning 
of the musle. 

But Toscanini ought to be able to do the 
Sixth Symphony magnificently.

The Great Plays series presents this Sun- 
day, Dec. 15, Moliere's last play, "The Imagin- 
ary Invalid." (CFCF at 4); a satire on the 
whole medical profession, written while Mol- 
ière was suffering from a disease which the 
doctors of his time were unable to diagnose, 
let alone cure. At the fourth performance, in 
1673, Molière, extremely HI, performed bril- 
liantly in the main role, responded as wittily 
as ever to the acclaim of the audience; but 
collapsed in the wings, and died a few minutes 
later.

Lee Cobb, of the New York Group Theatre, in 
an original play, "Mr. Whiskers," (WEAF, Fri. 
10.30), telling about what happens to demo- 
cracy when the Georgian rule is substituted 
for the golden rule.
